AMMAN — Parliament rec- 
onvenes today after a three- 
month summer recess with a spe- 
ech from (he throne by His Maj- 
esty King Hussein outlining the 
country’s domestic, pan- Arab and 
international policies and stand 
vis-a-vis the latest political dev- 
elopments in the Middle East. 

Officials also believe that the 
King’s speech will focus on the 
government’s socio-economic and 
political achievements and its fut- 
ure plans and Jordan’s firm stand 
and efforts for a Just and durable 
solution to the Palestine problem.

JIh ? e King, who had suspended 
parliament in 1 974 — years after 
the Israeli occupation of the West 
B ank — reconvened it in Jan. 
1984. 

The King suspended parliament 


in i 974 since half of the deputies 
in the 60-member Lower House 
represent the West Bank and ele- 
ctions to fill vacancies were imp- 
ossible because of the Israeli occ- 
upation. 

Also, the 1 974 Arab summit in 
Rabat, Morocco, declared the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) as the sole representative 
of the Palestinian people, who 
make up the majority of the pop- 
ulation m the West Bank. 

In a short session after it was 
reconvened last year, parliament 
amended the Jordanian Con- 
stitution to allow 30 deputies from 
the East Bank be directly elected 
by Jordanian citizens.

TASS, assailing U.S. policy 
in Mideast, scorns call for 
talks on regional conflicts 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — The head of the official 
Soviet news agency TASS on Friday condemned 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan’s call' to make reg- 
ional issues a focal point of the Geneva summit, 
saying life Middle Eastern policy showed the pro- 
posal was hypocritical. 


. Sergei Losev, writing in the 
newspaper Spyietpkaya Rossiya.. 
blamed the United States and Isr- 
'-aelfor.ieiKioo irrthe Middjtefiast 
and accused Washington of dep- 
arting from a joint U.S.-Soviet star., 
tement on the subject issued in 
1977. 

• ; Mr. Reagan proposed in a spe- 
ech to the United Nations last 
week that his meeting with Soviet 
■leader Mikhail Gorbachev on 
Nov. i 9-20 should concentrate on 
five regional conflicts — in Afg- 
hanistan. Angola. Ethiopia. Kam- 
puchea and Nicaragua. 

Losev, director-general of 
TASS, said it was typical of Mr. 
Reagan that he had not mentioned 
conflicts “where Washington, in 
alliance with reactionary agg- 
ressive regimes, tramples on peo- 
ples' right to self-determination 
and independence.” 

He. added: “It is the American 
administration’s approach to the 
Middle East problem which roost 
graphically demonstrates the hyp- 
ocricy of foe White House’s ‘reg- 
ional programme’” 


The 1977 statement included a 
call for the withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from Arab lands occupied 
m l967/and for the Palestinians tp 
"be free to exercise their legitimate 
-rights. 

It did not specify Palestinian 
independence, although foe Sov- 
iet Union supports this. Moscow 
also recognises Israel's right to 
exist 

“If (he provisions of foe joint 
statement were translated into 
life, foe situation in foe Middle 
East would be totally different” 
Losev wrote. 

“But the American adm- 
inistration unilaterally departed 
from foe agreement and. jointly 
with Israel’s expansionist ruling 
circles, scattered the bricks that 
could have been used to build foe 
edifice of peace.” he added 

As an example, he cited “the 
brazen stubbornness” of foe Uni- 
ted States in resisting foe idea of a 
general Middle East peace con-, 
ference and instead encouraging 
individual Arab states to open dir- 
ect talks with Israel. 


Mr. Gorbachev recently revived 
Soviet calls for a conference, which 
would indude the United States 
and the Soviet Union as wel 1 as the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 

Losev charged foe U.S. with 
conniving at an Israeli policy of 
“creeping annexation of native 
Arab lands.” 

He assailed Washington for 
. “professing the need tp, preserve. 
Israel’s ‘qualitative 'military sup- 
eriority’ over all Arab states com- 
bined so that the aggressor can 
continue to threaten its nei- 
ghbours and commit banditry in 
■foe Middle East” 

Diplomats in Moscow say foe 
Soviet Union may be moving to 
restore ties with Israel, severed 
after foe 1967 war. in order to 
secure a voice in the peace pro- 
cess. 

Senior Arab diplomats said an 
Israeli team and a leader of a 
Syrian-backed Palestinian group 
separately visited Moscow last 
month, and that a top Soviet 
Communist Party specialist on foe 
Middle East later visited Dam- 
ascus for urgent talks. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
conferred in Amman on Tuesday 
with foe Soviet ambassador to 
Jordan.

Iraq 

circulates 
memo to be 
sent to 
Geneva 
summit

AMMAN — Iraq is circulating a 
memorandum reaffirming Arab 
support for foe Palestine Lib- 
eration. Organisation (PLO) and 
foe legitimate rights of foe 'Pal- 
estinian people and the mem- 
orandum has already secured foe 
endorsement of Jordan and the’ 
PLO, according to informed sou- 
rces. 

The sources told the Jordan 
Times that foe memo, written by 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein, 
was carried by Iraqi envoys to 
-Arab heads of state for approval. 
The document will be sent to U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
when they meet in Geneva for 
summit talks on Nov. 1 9-20. foe 
sources raid. 

The memo will make clear the 
Arab support for foe PLO and 
urge foe two superpowers to sup- 
port efforts for a just and com- 
prehensive Middle East peace set- 
■ dement based on UN. resolutions 
pertaining to foe Palestinian pro- 
blem. according to the sources. 

The memo includes a rea- 
ffirmation of the A rab recognition 
of foe PLO as the sole legitimate 
representative of foe Palestinian 
people and stresses foe Palestinian 
people’s right to self- 
determination and independent 
-state, the sources said. It also inc- 
ludes the Arab adherence to the 
-peace plan approved unanimously 
at the Fez summit in 1 982. they 
said. 

The sources also disclosed that 
President Hussein. His Majesty 
King Hussein. PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat and the emir of 
Kuwait have" signed the memo. 
Iraqi envoys are touring A rab sta- 
tes to meet with Arab leaders to- 
secure their signature on the 
memo, the sources said. 

Reports from Cairo said on Fri- 
day Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz had an hour of talks with 
Egyptian President Hosni Mub- 
arak and delivered a message from 
President Hussein. 

President Mubarak and Mr. 
Aziz discussed foe Middle East 
situation and bflateral relations. 
Egyptian officials were quoted as 
saying by news agencies. 

Mr. Aziz told reporters on arr- 
ival in Cairo Thursday night his 
visit was “part of ongoing con- 
sultations between foe two cou- 
-ntries on foe situation in the Mid- 
dle East” ■ 

He upheld foe PLO as a partner 
in any Arab-Isradi peace talks. 

Asked about foe recent cyde of 
violence in the Middle East which 
Israel blamed on foe PLO. Mr. 
Aziz said: “Whatever happens. 
Iraq and all Arab countries con- 
sider foe PLO foe sole legitimate 
-representative of foe Palestinian 
people.” 

The AP reported from Rabat 
that Morocco’s King Hassan n 
will be meeting soon with Pre- 
sident Reagan and Mr. Gorbachev 
to explain foe position of the Arab 
countries on the Mideast conflict

Electricity Law of 1 976. a 
1976 legislation abolishing tribal 
laws, foe Civil Law of 1976. an 
amendment to the 1 980 two-year 
military service law. a 1980 ame- 
ndment to foe law governing Alia, 
foe Royal Jordanian Airline, and a 
1 98 0 amendment to the law cov- 
ering resident foreigners in 
A mman. 

Observers here expect foe 
Lower House, which will meet in 
its first ordinary session following 
foe inauguration ceremony, to 
witness heated debates over ele- 
cting a new House speaker. 

A new speaker is usually elected 
by deputies at the start of each 
session. Akef AI Fayez. who ser- 
ved as speaker in foe past two ses- 
sions. is expected to be reelected 
since he was foe only contender 
for the post until Friday evening. 


The election of Mr. Fayez will be 
different from foe past two ses- 
sions because opposition to his 
speakership has increased in com- 
parison wifo the past two sessions. 

His opponents are mainly dep- 
uties who were campaigned for 
their seats in 1984 on religious 
platforms, others who claim to be 
“dissatisfied** wifo Mr. Fayez. 
Some also accused him of “off- 
ending” them. Others say that Mr. 
Fayez should be more outspoken 
in his presentation of various sub- 
jects handled by Parliament and ro 
show more support for deputies' 
demands and criticism of some of 
the government policies. 

The opposition carried out ext- 
ensive behind-the-sCene con- 
sultations to get Deputy Maher 
Irshid to nominate himself for thq 
post of House speaker The opp- 
osition promised Mr. Irshid more

Cabinet panel okays higher capital 
for APC, studies other firms’ status 


AMMAN (Petra) — Prime Min- 
ister Zaid AI Rifai presided over 
two meetings of the Financial. 
Economic and Plannin g Com- 
mittee on Thursday and Friday. 

The committee listened to a bri- 
efing by Minister of Energy and 
Mineral Resources Hisham A I 
Khatib on the oil prospecting pro- 
cess in Azraq. and seismic surveys 
and foe Natural Resources Aut- 
hority’s programmes in this reg- 
ard. The committee also listened 
to a report about the progress of 
work on shale oil studies, and rev- 
iewed a proposal for a joint pro- 
ject submitted by the Jordan Val- 
'leyAofodrity and foe Water Aut- 
hority about foe water supply and 
irrigation projects. 

In its endeavours to overcome 
the financial, administrative and ' 
marketing problems facing some 
Jordanian companies, foe com- 
mittee took a number of decisions 
aimed at helping such companies 
to rectify their situations and ach- 
ieve progress. 

The committee approved a rec- 
ommendation by foe Arab Potash 
Company (APC) board of dir- 


ectors’ to raise foe company’s cap- 
ital by 1 5 per cent and rejected a 
proposal by the Ministry of Supply 
to establish a fodder factory. The 
com mi tree called on ail fodder fac- 
tories to improve their production 
and raise production capacity. 

The committee also decided 
that the Jordanian Tourism and 
Mineral Water Company should 
seek to exploit foe Ma’in baths as a 
health spa. The committee dec- 
ided that the company's capital be 
raised to JD 5 million provided’ 
that such an increase will be cov- 
ered by foe treasury and that pri- 
vate sector huys shares. Costs of 
foe infrastructure such as roads' 
and telephones at foe Ma’in baths 
will be borne by the government. 

The committee also took a 
number of decisions to rectify foe 
situation of some companies such 
as the Jordan Glass Factories 
Company, the Jordan Wooden 
Industries Company, the Arab 
International Investment Com- 
pany and the Jordan Lime and 
Brick Company. The committee 
recommended to foe cabinet that 
Jordan's share of the Joint Jor- 


danian Iraqi Industrial Company 
he covered by the treasury. 

The committee asked foe Min- 
istry of Industry and Trade to take 
the necessary steps for improving 
standards of services of insurance 
companies. 

To achieve this, the committee 
agreed to the following prin dpi es: 

Insurance companies wifo a 
capital of less than JD 600.000 
have to meet the requirements of 
the insurance law by merging with 
one or more companies. However 
they will not be allowed to raise 
their capital by themselves. 

The committee further rec- 
ommended foe establishment of a 
national reinsurance company . 

Another recommendation 
made during foe meeting, called 
for establishing a consortium of 
high-risk insurance companies to 
share the high risks, giving priority 
in high-risk insurance. 

It also requested the Ministry of 
Justice to appoint sperialise'd jud- 
ges to settle insurance disputes, 
particularly those relating to car 
accidents. 


Arab summit reportedly Peres, 

delayed until next year Shamir

BAHRAIN — A proposed Arab 
summit to muster a joint approach 
to Middle East problems has been 
delayed until early next year bec- 
ause of persistent political rifts. 
Arab diplomatic sources in foe 
Gulf said on Friday. 

Efforts to hold foe meeting, 
planned originally for Saudi Ara- 
bia in November 1985. have been 
stymied by differences mainly on 
Middle East peace moves and foe 
five-year-old Iran-Iraq war. 

“The view in Riyadh is to wait 
and give diplomacy more time 
before invitations for a summit are. 
sent out.” one diplomatic source 
said. 

The last full summit was held in 
Fez. Morocco, in 1 982. 

Efforts to reconcile political dif- 
ferences between Jordan and 
Syria, and Syria and Iraq have gai- 
ned momentum since last Aug-

Murphy: Reagan will

WAStIFNGTON (USIA) — The Reagan adm- 
inistration ’s request for congressional approval to 
sell $1,900 nJltion in arms to Jordan will not be 
withdrawn, despite a recent Senate vote to delay the' 
measure until next March, according to Assikant 
Secretary of State Richard Murphy.

Trade union accuses Tunis of crackdown

Communication routes elude researchers

In this, the first article of a two-part series , Rami Khoori examines 
theories suggesting the existence of east-west land mutes linking the 
ancient civilisations of the Jordan Valley and the highlands to the east. 
Part two will appear in this space on Sunday. 


JORDAN Valley — Arc- 
haeological surveys during the 
past SO years have identified hun- 
dreds of ancient sites in the Jordan 
Valley and the highlands to the 
east, but rarely have scholars loo- 
ked at the east-west land routes 
that Baked, the two. La most anc- 
ient '(and modem) periods, pol- 
itical stability provided the sec- 
urity that allowed economic act- 
ivity, agriculture and trade to So- 
urish. GeaeraHy. the ancient land 
of Jordan experienced sim- 
ultaneous development of towns 
and agriculture in the Jordan Val- 
ley. and larger urban centres in the* 
highlands. The same model, in 
fact, pertains today. 

Throughout much of history, 
the cities of (he Jordanian plateau 
and those in the Jordan . Valley 
shared cultural traits and traded 
with cnxe another, but historians 
and archaeologists have never 
felly documented the routes that 
linked them. 

Only in recent years have arc-- 
haeologiszs started to survey the 
many east-west wadis that served 
as communications routes bet- 
ween the valley and die plateau, 
often with unexpected results. 

The survey of the Wadi I sal 
conducted in 1981 by the Ame- 
rican scholar Dr. Linda K. Jacobs 
- aimed not only to identify anciem 
sites and occupation patterns, but 
also specifically to determine if the 
Wadi Isal was an inqxmant com- 
munication. route in the Early 
Bronze Age (3300-2050 B.C). 

Walled towns 

During the Early Bronze (EB) 
Age. the "southern ghor” area of 
-the Jordan Rift Valley, south of 
the Wadi Mujib. was intensively - 
inhabited by trading and farming 
fowm. Some of these walled towns 
— a mong humankind's first true 
“urban” settlements — included - 
! Bab Ed-Obraa, Numeinu Frifeh 
«d Safi. Several Early Bronze 
Age walled towns have also been 
identified on the Moabite plateau 
so die east. 1 not far from Kerak 
-'between the Wadi Mujib arid the 

.CTQuz BBS5SL. 

■‘There mast have been one or 
! major c ommiini catioo rou- 


tes between the EB towns in the 
highlands and the valley.” Dr. 
Jacobs said in a recent interview 
here. "From the valley towns.” 
she added, “the major trade route 
probably crossed the Lisan Pen- 
insula ( in the southemh^sm of the 
Dead Sea) to reach the dries of 
Palestine. Gaza, the Sinai and 
Egypt." 

The survey also aimed to locate 
some of the dozens of smaller EB 
villages and hamlets that arc- 
haeologists assume must have exi- 
sted outride the walled EB towns, 
but which related to them for 
trade and security. 

“The known EB towns are not 
big enough to account for the 
many, thousands of burials in the 
EB cemeteries we know of in the 
area.” Dr. Jacobs said. “There 
must have been many other sma- 
ller settlements in the valley or in 
the side wa<fis feeding into the val- ■ 
ley. We were hoping to document 
some of these small fanning com- - 
muni tics that related to the larger 
■walled towns, which were more of 
ceremonial, administrative and . 
political centres.” 

The Wadi Isal. seven kilometres 
south of Wadi Kerak, is one of the 
smaller east-west wadis con- 
necting the valley with the pla- 
teau, and therefore had been lar- 
gely ignored by archaeologists ear- 
tier tits centuty. An exception was 
the American Nelson Glueck. 
who flew over it and pho- 
tographed it in the 1930s. 

Roman road 

He identified a few of "the more 
conspknous sites, and what he cal- 
led file “Roman” road that runs 
along the entire 15- kilometre 
of the south ridge of the 
fi. The route of the road can 
still.be traced today, though in 
’ . places it has been, com- 
obliterated. 

In fact, when fee Jordan Ele- 
ctricity Authority chose the route 
fora power line from the hig- 
hlands to the Arab Potash, Com- 
pany’s potash plant on the south- 
eastern shore of the Dead Sea, it. 
: placed many of tbe Dne’spoJcs on ■ 
or near the ancient road The dat- 


ing of the road was rate of the poi- 
nts clarified by the survey. 

The presence of the Roman 
road, and the relatively easy jou- 
rney up the Wadi Isal. suggested 
to Dr. Jacobs that the wadi may 
have been an ancient com- 
munications route thousands of 
years before the Classical period, 
in the Early Bronze Age. 

The survey results totally ref- 
uted the hypothesis that the Wadi 
Isal may have been an important 
communication route in the EB 
period No EB sites at ali were 
found in the wadi, and only a han- 
dful of possible EB sherds were 
collected 

In fact though the survey ide- 
ntified 90 sites and 32 "ineg- 
alithic” tombs, very few seem to 
date from much before or after the 
ancient road which Dr. Jacobs 
believes to have been built in the 
late Roman/Early Byzantine per- 
iod. in the early 4th Century A D. 

She suggests ' ’ that one must 
look in other east-west wadis to 
locate the major ancient com- 
munications routes between the 
highlands and fee valley. The best 
candidate, she says, is probably 
the much larger Wadi Kerak. 
which is the main east-west route 
in the area* today. Other can- 
didates are Wadi Feifeh and Wadi 
Nmnexra. 


Walking survey 

The survey team of four people 
walked the entire length of the 
south ridge of the WadTlsal. They, 
followed the Roman road from 
the valley floor to the village of 
Kathrabba. covering a total area 
of about 18 square kilometres in 
one month. 

An interesting methodological 
aspect of the survey is that it was 
.not a random survey, covering sel- . 
ected areas of the survey area. 
Rather, the team covered the ent- 
ire survey area by w; 
50-metre-wide transects, 
only occasional detours because of 
sheer cliff-faces or fenced-off fie- 
lds. _ ■ 

They also did not predetermine 
what would be classified as an arc- . 
haeo logical "site,” though in ret-; 
rospect the working definition for 
a site was the presence, of ten or 
"more artifacts in a 10 x 10 metre 
area. 

Most of the rites identified were 
not proper settlements, but rather 
."transient occupations at best.” 
-Dr. Jaoobs notes. Only 1 4 sites (all 
•Byzantine) showed standing bui- 
'ldjng remains, and seven others 
had fragments of wall lines in the 
ground 

Most sites were small flint or 
pottery sherd scatters, usually 


covering an area of less than 200 
square metres, suggesting they 
may have been bedouin camps or 
even less permanent sites such as 
shepherds’ stopping places or sea- 
sonal harvest-time camps. 

The oldest evidence of a human 
presence in the Wadi Isal is flint 
scatters at 14«ites. the largest cov- 
ering jjust 40 metres in dxametre. 
Most had Levallois-Mousterian 
points, flakes, blades and cores 
that date from around 65.000 
years ago. 

A single large she from the Cha- 
Icolithic period (4500-3300 B.C.) 
measures some 900 square met- 
res. It includes much pottery and 
flint, the remains of a stone-Hned 
water cistern on a flat summit the 
stone foundations of a small (4.7 x 
2 .5 -metre) rectangular structure 
with 60-centimetre-thick walls, 
sherd spindle whorls, and lim- 
estone grinding stones. 

It seems to be an isolated phe- 
nomenon. for very little Cha- 
Icolithic material was found in the 
rest of the wadi. 

Pottery from the Iron H period 
(918-587 B.C.) was found at 24 
sites, but predominated at three 
that bad remains of built str- 
uctures and wall lines. All three 
are located on small hillocks or 
mounds averaging some five met- 
res higher than the ancient road. 



AMMAN (J.T.) — The final communique issued 
Thursday at the end of a two-day Arab Organisation 
for Industrial Development (AOID) conference 
promised to support industrial schemes in the occ- 
upied Arab territories in order to enhance Pal- 
estinian people’s steadfastness in the face of Israel’s 
arbitrary measures there. 


The communique said that 
AOID. in cooperation with the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), will extend all possible - 
help to the Palestinian people and 
wOl prepare for a special con- 
ference to discuss ways of sup- 
porting Palestinian industries in 
the occupied Arab territories. 

The decision to support Pal- 
estinian industrial development 
came in response to an appeal by 
His Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan in his opening address to 
the conference on Wednesday. 
Prince Hassan called on the Arab 
countries to support Palestinian 
industries as a means of foiling 
Israeli attempts to link the occ- 
upied territories with Israel's eco- 
nomy. 

The conference's final com- 


munique also included resolutions 
on pan-Arab industrial projects, 
training programmes, and pro- 
posals for other conferences and 
seminars on the industrial sector 
in the Arab World. 

The recommendations, based 
on a report presented by AOID's' 
director general, called for gra- 
nting assistance to Arab industrial 
concerns in solving their problems 
- and marketing their products, and 
uiged Arab states to facilitate the 
flow of Arab products and Arab 
nationals throughout Arab World. 
They also called for extending 
help to less developed Arab Nat- 
ions to enable them to increase 
Lheir industrial production. 

The ministers of industry and 
their representatives attending the 
conference especially voiced their 


support for projects that would 
ensure food security for the Arab 
Nation. Die conference urged 
AOID to arrange for contacts with 
Arab specialised funds and fin- 
ancial institutions to finance 
pan-Arab projects. 

It urged AOID to cany out tra- 
ining programmes in industry- 
related fields and step up efforts 
for the production of electric 
power in Arab countries and for- 
linking national power grids tog- 
ether. 

Die conference also decided to. 
en an AOID office in North 
emen to serve Somalia. Djibouti 
and Yemen and help boost their 
industrial development. The con- 
ference called on United Nations 
specialised organisations to par- 
ticipate more effectively in 
AOID's seventh conference in the 
coming year. 

A t the end of the closing session 
the Arab delegates sent a cable to 
His Majesty King Hussein exp- 
ressing appreciation and gratitude 
for hosting the conference in Jor- 
dan and for his support of joint 
A rah projects. A similar cable was 
sent to His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan. 
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Jordan, Iraq to expand transport links 


BAGHDAD (Petra) — Minister 
of Transport Fartii Obeid ann- 
ounced Thursday that Jordan and 
Iraq have agreed to establish a 
land-sea route linking Egypt. Jor- 
dan and Iraq. 

At the conclusion of his talks 
with Iraqi Deputy Prime Minister 
Taha Yassin Ramadan. Mr. Obeid 
said that the new line, connecting 
Baghdad and Aqaba by land and 
Aqaba and Sinai ports by sea. is 
designed to improve Arab com- 
munications and transport and 
will help boost Arab trade and 
contribute to Arab economic int- 
egration. 

Government representatives 
from the three countries will soon 


hold a meeting to establish a com- 
pany ro supervise transport ope- 
rations along the route, the min- 
ister added. At a later stage. the* 
company will launch sea travel 
and transport operations between 
Aqaba and other ports in the Red 
Sea. 

With regard to his talks in Bag- 
hdad. the minister said he dis- 
cussed a number of outstanding 
issues connected with the tea-' 
importation of goods between Iraq 
and Jordan. "I also discussed with 
Iraqi officials the prospect of exp- 
orting Iraqi cement to Egypt thr- 
ough Aqaba, and of offering other 
port facilities for the exportation 
of more Iraqi oil through the Red 


Sea port.” Mr. Obeid added. 

I raq currently ships nearly a mil- 
lion tonnes of crude oil annually ‘ 
through Aqaba, and the talks cen- 
tered on the possibility of inc- 
reasing the amount to two million 
tonnes, according to Mr. Obeid..

His formula for reaching a settlement is totally rejected because it 
advocates humiliation for the Arabs and total domination of their 
destiny, in addition to the fact that it can never achieve peace as long 
as the Palestinian rights are usuiped.

MUSCAT — Leaders of six Gulf 
Arab states start a summit mee- 
ting here on Sunday, their dom- 
inant concern still a war which has 
raged on their doorstep for five 
years and shows no sign of aba- 
ting. 

The start of the Iran-Iraq war in 
September 1980 together with the 
Soviet move into Afghanistan the 
previous year provided the sti- 
mulus for the six states to join in 
the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC). created by a summit in 
May J981. 

Five summits later the war still 
poses the greatest threat to the 
stability of the Gulf states, which 
own huge oQ resources but whose 
populations are dwarfed by Iraq's 
12 mDtion and Iran’s 48 million 
people. 

Opening a meeting of foreign 
ministers of the six this week to 
prepare for the summit. Oman's 
Minister of State for Foreign Aff- 
airs Youssef Bin Alawi said the 
war “has now developed to a very 


critical stage which threatens the 
interests of our states," which are 
not parties to the conflict,” 

The countries comprising the 
GCC — Bahrain. Kuwait. Oman. 
Qatar. Saudi Arabia and the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates (UAE) — have 
to varying degrees supported Iraq 
in its war with non-Arab Iran. 

But there were signs at the for- 
eign minis ters' meeting which may 
herald a more even approach to 
the warring parties. 

The meeting was not followed 
by the usual criticism of Iran's ref-- 
usal to enter peace talks. Indeed, 
Alawi told a news conference fast 
Tuesday night: “Our objective is 
to solve the problems we have 
with Iran in our common int- 
erests.” 

The countries, especially Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait have pro- 
vided an estimated $30 to $40 bil- 
lion in financial support for Iraq. 

The Saudis and Kuwaitis have 
sold oil on behalf of Baghdad, 
whose own ability to export oil has 
been severely restricted by the 
conflict - 

Now however. Iraq is gradually 


stepping up output with the help 
of new pipelines, one of which has 
already been opened across Saudi 
Arabia. 03 industry sources in the 
Gulf expect the kingdom and 
Kuwait to stop pumping oD for 
Iraq when the current agreement 
expires, probably early next year. 

Since die surprise visit in May 
by Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
*-Saud Al Faisal to Tehran, visits by 
Ir anian envoys to the Golf- states 
have become more frequent and 
Iranian public pronouncements 
have been less critical of the six 
states. 

The forthcoming s ummit is the 
largesL conference ever held in 
Oman, which only 15 years ago 
began to emerge into the modem 
world when Sultan Qaboos Bin 
Said took over after the overthrow 
of his isolationist father in a palace 
coup. The government has spared 
no effort in ensuring an imp r e ssive 
event. 

The 30 kilometres of highway 
between the airport and the 
230 -million-dollar seafront hotel 
and conference centre especially 
built for the heads of state are 


bedecked with millions of col- 
oured light bulbs. 

Demolition - and construction 
work costing hundreds of millions 
of dollars has been carried out in 
the capital area.

A dangerous celebration of American unilateralism

WASHINGTON —“We did this 
all by our little selves.” said Pre- 
sident Reagan as he announced 
proudly that U.S. Navy fighters 
had forced an Egyptian plane to 
land in Italy without prior. con- 
sultation with either country. In 
the administration's view, the 
widespread American applause 
for this use of military force aga- 
inst an ally and major aid recipient 
plainly outweighed the cost in inj- 
ured relationships with Italy and 
Egypt. Indeed, the action was a 
classic example of the adm- 
inistration's unilateral approach 
to world affairs. 

No administration since the war 
has celebrated unilateralism as 
this one has. In national security, 
economic policy and diplomacy. 
Washington prefers to advance 
U.S. interests through its own ini- 
tiatives and power rather than the 
mechanisms of international coo- 
peration. 

Upon taking office, the adm- 
inistration withdrew from fee Law 
of the Sea Treaty.

Meanwhile, the world debt 
crisis continues unabated, thr- 
eatening tbe collapse of fee ban- 
king system. None of these pro- 
blems can be solved by fee United' 
States acting alone or laying down 
the law to other nations. 

In the field of national security, 
fee United States remains totally' 
vulnerable, despite fee myth of 
fee nuclear Maginot Line in the 
sky. The pursuit of security thr- 
ough buil ding ever more weapons 
has failed, as ever more weapons* 
are in turn aimed at America, inc- 
reasing tbe risks of war through 
miscalculation. 

The United States is a strong 
nation, considerably stronger 
economically and militarily than 
any other country, including fee 
Soviet Union. But its power to 
create a world environment in 
which Americans can be secure 
and prosperous is limited by the 
strange new world in which we 
live. New forms of international 
cooperation are badly needed:' 
existing international institutions 
must be improved or replaced. No 
nation has as much to lose as the 
United States by international 
anarchy. 

The country's national interest 
cannot be served. by outmoded 
nationalism, however good fee 
rhetoric may Feel; Americans can 
no longer secure their most vital 
interests by acting alone.

S. African whites flock to Lusaka to talk to ANC

JOHANNESBURG. South Afr- 
ica — In an overture to blacks 
unthinkable a year ago. white bus- 
inessmen, clerics, students and 
politicians are defying their own 
government to trek to Zambia to 
meet with black guerrilla leaders. 

Since early September, two inf- 
luential groups have met wife rep- 
resentatives of fee outlawed Afr- 
ican National Congress and two 
■more want to do so, despite Pre- 
sident P.W. Botha’s protest feat 
such talks are “disloyal.” 

Deadly rioting, a crumbling 
economy and fee growing int- 
ernational sanctions movement 
have prompted moderate whites 
to start talking to fee group reg- 
arded by most analysts as the lea- 
ding voice of black South Afr- 
icans. 

The government appears det- 
ermined to halt the tentative ove- 
rtures toward dialogue wife fee 
ANC, which fee government calls 
a “murder organisation The 
ANC openly espouses violence as 
a tool in its 25 -year-old struggle 
against apartheid, fee South Afr- 
ican system of racial separation 
whereby 5 million whites rule 24 
million blacks. 

Botha resorted to the ext- 
raordinary step last week of rev- 
oking the passports of eight white 
Afrikaner college students to stop 


feeir planned visit to fee ANC in 
Zambia. The government has sei- 
zed passports of activists; but 
never fro pi students from Ste- 
llenbosch University, a training 
ground for cabinet ministers. 

‘'Who knows, young people left 
alone to debate feeir collective 
future might even find some 
common ground.” lamented fee 
Johannesburg Sunday Times, 
“even ‘ if it is only a measure of 
agreement feat fee reduction of 
feeir country into a wasteland is in 
the interests of nobody.” 

Seven clergymen from Afr- 
ikaner churches declared last 
Monday they also want to go to 
Lusaka to see fee ANC. 

“Tbe gospel teaches us to love 
our enemies. How can you love 
your enemy if you don’t even want 
to talk to him? What kind of gos- 
pel would that be?” asked fee 
Reverend Nico Smith, a white 
minister in fee Dutch reformed 
church branch for blacks. 

Smith would not identify fee 


other six clergymen who plan to 
visit the ANCwith him for fear of 
government measures to halt 
them. 

The Johannesburg Star said 
Botha's “absurdly high-profile 
stance”' against talks with fee 
ANC was out of step wife fee 
views of most of the country’s cit- 
izens, adding, “like it or not, (fee 
ANC) is part, of the solution as 
well as part of the problem. Nearly 
everybody, including significant 
sectors of Afrikanerdom, rec- 
ognises that.” 

Botha will have to talk to the 
ANC sooner or later, and fee pre- 
sident “is not only setting back fee 
cause of dialogue and rec- 
onciliation. He is making things, 
ultimately, far more difficult for 
^fimselL” fee Star said. 

The journeys to Zambia began 
Sept. 13 when Gavin Retiy. head 
of the powerful Anglo American 
Corp. Milling House, led a del- 
egation of businessmen to a rem- 
ote game reserve for talks with fee 


ANC. ReHy said afterward that 
“fee positions are not as greatly 
antagonistic as some might think.”' 

Frederik van Zyl Slabbert. lea- 
der of fee oppsition Progressive 
Federal Party in parliament, fol- 
lowed Relly to Zambia on Oct. 12. 
After nine hours of talks. Slabbert 
declared with the ANC that “apa- 
rtheid Lies at the heart of the pre- 
sent crisis.” 

Such contacts, Botha said last 
Tuesday, lend credibility to fee 
ANC while it continues violent 
attacks in fee country. “Naive dis- 
cussions with this terrorist org- 
anisation ... will amount to a def- 
iance of fee state's authority.” 

He had said after Relfys del- 
egation went to Zambia. “I do not 
know what they are going to ach- 
ieve other than to show signs of 
weakness to fee enemies of South 
Africa.” 

Botha blames fee ANC not only 
for periodic sabotage attacks but 
also for stirring np fee past 14 


months of rioting in black tow- 
nships.* More than 760 people, 
mostly Macks, have been killed in 
fee unrest. 

The guerrillas have largely res- 
tricted feeir sabotage strikes to 
government targets and say they 
try to spare Chilians. Nineteen 
people died and. more than 200 
were wounded in a 1983 ANC car 
bombing in Pretoria outside air 
force headquarters. Guerrilla 
chief Oliver Tambo has said fee 
war will escalate and more civ- 
ilians will be hurt 

The ANC, founded in 1912 and 
banned in 1960. is openly del- 
ighted by the overtures from white. 
South Africans. Its leaders see fee 
new contact with whites as rec- 
ognition feat the ANC “cannot be 
simply wished away in order to 
find a solution — it must par- 
ticipate in feat soulution.” said 
Don Ngubeni, an ANC spo- 
kesman in Lusaka. 

‘The government is saying that 
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fee ANC is a violent organisation, 
a terrorist organisation. Now. it 
would seem feat people are no 
longer buying that, they would 
like to find out for themselves.” 
Ngubeni said. “(Botha) wants to 
deny them the opportunity of fin- 
ding out fee truth, because he 
knows feat what he is saying is not 
fee truth.”" ~ 

That fee attempts to talk to fee 
ANC are going ahead despite 
Botha’s objections suggests fee 
level of anguish engendered by the 
rioting and fee international san- 
ctions campaign, says professor 
Peter Vale, director of the Ins- 
titute for Social Research at Rho- 
des University. 

“Whites have gone through all 
sorts of political gyrations. Less 
than two years ago, we went thr- 
ough euphoria, we were moving 
forward,'*" Vale said. “From feat 
high, Jiutes have just plunged and 
embed to a situation where* they 
are not looking around for a new 
political paradigm.”' 

“In a sense, people are saying 
we have actually lost fee war wife 
tbe ANC, thatwe have to talk to 
the ANC,” he said. On fee other 
hand, Vale added, fee ANC rec- 
ognises that fee war wiU be al 
one and “there is a sense in wl 
..they are also trying to sjgnal. 
‘look, let’s talk it out'.” 


S. African unrest ‘could cool if police were disciplined’

JOHANNESBURG — Black 
protest violence sweeping South 
Africa could, die down if police 
were disciplined and fee gov- 
ernment tackled fundamental pol- 
itical grievances, the head of tbe 
country’s Institute of Race Rel- 
ations said ou Sunday. 

“The big question is whether 
the government is prepared to go 
half-way (to meet black dem- 
ands)” John Kane-Berman told 
reporters, introducing the latest 
edition of the institute’s race rel- 
ations survey. 

The institute, which takes a 
strong anti-apartheid tine, is an 
independent body funded mainly 


by liberal businessmen. Its res- 
earch is respected as thorough and- 
impartial. 

In its 1984 survey published 
Sunday, it analyses fee roots of, 
conflict in townships zoned for 
non-whites fought bitterly with 
police and wife each other for 10 
months. 

“If fee police can be disciplined 
and made to behave in a much 
more sensitive manner towards 
black political protest, I would 
expect the townships to cool 
down.” Kane-Berman said. 

“There would then be greater 
willingness by the black political 
organisations to enter discussions 
on fundamental political issues.” 

But he asked: “ Will fee talks get 
underway in time to avoid, a new 


cycle of violence?” 

The race relations survey says 
that about 175 people died bet- 
ween February and fee end of 
December .1984^ Reuters est- 
imates that 600 more have died in 
escalating violence so far this year. 

The survey says fee underlying 
causes of the unrest are “con- 
tinuing dissatisfaction with Afr- 
ican (black) education, anger at 
fee exclusion of Africans from pol- 
itical power, and the persistence of 
high inflation ana deepening 
unemployment.” 

Rioting in 1976 claimed 575 
lives. Biif this time, Kane-Berman 
saidi “fee anger is vety much gre- 
ater and the bitter hatred of black 
people at apartheid (race sep- 


aration) is very much deeper. 

Black people had begun att- 
acking councillors and others ide- - 
n rifled as collaborators with white 
minority rule and this killing of 
“sellouts” was a major change for 
fee worse in black political thi- 
nking, he raid. 

Violence has flared in pro— 
viousiy quiet Cape Town in the 
past three months, and Kane-- 
Berman blamed this largely on 
lack of police discipline in han- 
dling protests there.. “You then 
get a spiralling upwards of vio- 
lence on both sides.” 

Kane-Berman detected two 
hopeful signs ami d fee conflict. 

“Business leaders had begun a 
serious push* for change, while 


“fee government’s limited, patchy 
process of re fo rm has not really 
been retarded or stopped either by 
international attacks or by fee 
level of violence in fee country.” 

He said, howevr, that gov- 
ernment moves to date were 
“hugely inadequate in relation to 
blade political demands.” 

The institute's survey showed 
up bitter Mack frustration at being 
excluded from a new constitution 
which gave people classified as 
coloured (mixed-race) and Indian 
a junior role in fee white- 
dominated parliament. Kane- 
Berman said. 

Another factor behind fee vio- 
lence was the deep anger of black 
schoolchildren at the gov- 


emmentfs failure to equalise edu- 
cational standards to any mea- 
ningful extent, he said. 

The survey said that apart from 
fee unrest there were 58 guerrilla 
sabotage attacks in South Africa 
in 1984. " 

The number of people detained 
Without trial was 1,129; fee faig- 
hest since fee clampdowu after fee 
1976 riots. 

But the figure has already been 
far outstripped in 1985. Det- 
entions under emergency laws 
damped on the eastern Cape and 
Johannesburg fa July total over 
4,300, police say, and many more 
have beds detained under security

Varied fare from JTV

featured in tire programme, fol- 
lowed by detailed reports is very 
welcome and. apart from giving - 
the viewer an instant and easy 
guide to the day’s events, also 
helps give the programme a focal 
centre and a more organised and 
comprehensive pattern, som- 
ething which in the past has. at 
times, been lacking. Hie second 
item for praise, and I must admit 
■that I have been very tardy in giv- 
ing it. is the admirable series of

At the moment I am exp- 
erimenting with oerrain different 
formats; your comments would be 
usefuL Since the evening’s ent- 
ertainment usually starts with a 
comedy. I may as well follow suit 
So. first up is “It’s Your Move”, 
(tonight). Matthew Barton must 
surely be one of the most odious 
sprogs ever to grace, (if that is the 
right word), the family home.

working on the premise that most 
.children show a certain degree of 
restraint within’ that horned res- 
erving their more anarchistic ten- 
dencies for when they are free, of 
the stem parental eye. tonight 
should see young Matt display nis 
true colours.

Drama and detectives 

“Bleak House” on Tuesdays con- 
tinues to enthrall' and horrify in 
equal degees. Poor Jo the 
crossing-sweeper is dead, and 
Esther is now blind, which can be 
described as a blessing in a small 
way. since she is spared the sigh t of 
the terrible ravages that smallpox 
has inflicted on her face. Mea- 
nwhile. Lady Dedlock begins to 
feel the pressure from the odious 
Tulkinghom. The interwoven 
fates of Jo and Esther are a prime 
example of the central theme of 
Dickens’ message in this tale: That 
the sins and abuses of the rich and 
powerful are visited upon the who- 
lly innocent. It is an evil which, 
like the fog and the mud. pervades 
everything, and the lives of all. 

“Missing From Home” is a new. 
six-part drama series for Friday 
nights, and hopefully should fill 
the void left by the excellent 


“Love and Marriage” series sat- 
isfactorily. It concerns itself with a 
trend that is all-too common in the 
West: the inexplicable dis- 
appearance of a loved one. While 
this problem is disturbingly pre- 
valent among children (and we are 
talking here about voluntary abs- 
ence. not forcible abduction), this 
series takes as its theme the dis- 
appearance of the husband. Ali- 
son Reynold's day begins much as 
usual. Her husband leaves for 
work, her son Barry goes to sch- 
ool. while she and her best friend 
Hilary spend the day together. 
That evening Jerry Is late home 
from work and Alison has an une- 
xpected visit from Inspector Mar- 
saen of Scotland Yard. Startling 
revelations will follow in future 
episodes. 

As far as detective shows go. 
"Scene of Crime”, (Thursday), is 
fairly innocuous and und- 
emanding. whilst “Remington 
Steele”, “ ( Wednesday, episode: 
"Steel Your Heart Away”) and 
“Magnum” (Friday), are har- 
mless fon. if safe and predictable. 
What does stand out is “Ber- 
gerac” on Mondays. Apart from 
anything else, it is enriched by a 
steady stream of excellent star 
guest actors. Last week’s virtuoso 
performance Ivy Ian Hendry as the 
semi-alcoholic and embattled 
pulp-writer with a fixation was 
stunning. Also admirable in this 
low-key series is its realism. Take, 
for example, its treatment of the 
relationship between Jim and - 
Francine. Jim may be cuddly and 
on the side of Right, but he has a 
fair bit to leam about give- 
and-take. He will insist on col- 
laring Francine at the tourist off- 
ice. or bursting in on portrait ses- 
sions. (and smearing her very exp- 
ensive oil-paint tubes over the 
floor). "I do have my own life to 
lead, you know.” she complains, 
and Jim would ta well-advised to 
leam this. This week he has to 
track down a top-level civil- 
servant who is attempting to def- 


ect to Moscow: the KGB want to 
liquidate her. (On the subject of 
realism it is worth referring to the 
dip last week when Jim was sta- 
nding on a bridge over the Tha- 
mes" while double-decker buses 
passed busily to-and-fro. 1 know 
the bridee — Chelsea Bridge — 
very well and can assure you that 
that particular clip must have exhr 
ousted a whole hours worth of the 
bus route in question!) 

Mini-series and feature films 

This weekend’s mini-series is 
entitled simply “Dempsey”, and 
stars Treat Williams. Sally Kel- 
lerman. Sam Waterston and Vic- 
toria Tennant. It is the story of 
Jack Dempsey, for seven years the 
taxing heavyweight champion of 
the world during the 1 920s. From 
humble beginnings on the family 
farm he fought his way to fame, 
riches and stardom. He also found 
his way into the company of mob- 
sters and showgirls, hangers on 
and unscrupulous "friends”, and 
like so many others, ended his life 
destitute. 

Tuesday's feature film is called 
“Lazy Ace”, and apparently is 
about a big-time poker winner 
who then has to protea his fortune 
and his life from certain jealous 
and unscrupulous elements. Thu- 
rsday’s offering is “Evil Under the 
Sun”, another in the excellent ser- 
ies of Agatha Christie films pro- 
duced in recent years by John 
Brataumeand Richard Goodwin. 
(Other titles include "Murder On 
The Orient Express" and “Death 
On The Nile”). Punctilious att- 
ention to detail, tongue-in-cheek 
humour, red herrings galore, and 
an all-star cast. This time around: 
A member (or two), amongst a 
rich and indolent house-party on 
an island paradise gets done in. 
Whodunnit? If nothing else, it 
should put "Scene of Crime,” 
from earlier in the evening, firmly 
in the shade. 


New fields for 
Czech superfarm

SLUSOVICE. Czechoslovakia — 
A racecourse and a computer fac- 
tory are not the normal facilities of 
a farm, particularly in the rigid, 
state -owned realm of Eastern 
Europe. 

But thanks to innovative and 
vigorous management, the Slu- 
sovice Fanning Cooperative, tuc- 
ked into the woods and hills of 
Eastern Moravia, has both, and 
more besides.

British holiday firms start price war

LONDON — British tour ope- 
rators have started a price war 
with big companies offering 
week-long overseas holiday in the 
sun for around 30 sterling ($43). 

With the two biggest com- 
panies. Thomson’s Holidays and 
Jntasun. vying over the cheapest 
package to Spain. Greece. Italy 
and Malta, holiday industry chiefs 
expressed cob cent that many sma- 
ller firms would be forced out of 
business. 

“The cost is’ at best massively 
reduced profits across the trade as 
a whole— at the worst, massive 
blood-letting and deficit trading.” 


said Eric Sutherland, president of 
the Association of British Travel 
Agents (ABTA). 

"We must hope that companies 
find a way to survive the del- 
iberate threat to their existence 
from the giants.” he said. 

But Harry Goodman, chairman 
of the International Leisure 
Group, which owns I ntasun. said it 
would be a good thing if up to 100 
British tour operators were squ- 
eezed out in the next year. 

"There will be blood-letting but 
there should be blood-letting. We 
manufoaure holidays and the 
number of manufoaurers at 659 is 
high." he said. 

The big companies began sla- 
shing prices last month but the 


price war reached a climax last 
week as agents gathered for an 
ABTA convention in the Italian 
resort of Sorrento. 

First. I ntasun offered 500 Spa- 
nish self-catering holidays at 32 
sterling ($46) a week only to have 
Thomson’s respond almost within 
the hour with 500 holidays in 
Spain. Malta or Greece for 25 ste- 
rling. 

Both firm? acknowledged that 
the offers were publicity gimmicks 
covering only a tiny fraction of the 
three million cut-price packages 
they expect to sell for next sum- 
mer. 

Thomson’s has already slashed 
all holiday prices by an average of 
17 per cent, forcing its rivals to 


follow suit. 

"They have taken a gigantic 
gamble, not only with their own 
business but with the whole ind- 
ustry.” said Terry Grew, bead of 
British Airways holidays division. 

The giants argue that the price 
war has galvanized the market, 
with bookings far above last year’s 
levels. 

"In a month, we have already 
sold 450.000 holidays worth 1 00 
million sterling ($144 mDIion). 
more than ever before at this time 
of the year.” said Charles New- 
bold of Thomson's. 

Intasun said its bookings were 
seven times higher than at the 
same time last year.

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Cedars of Lebanon face 
threat of extinction

BESHARRE. Lebanon — The 
Cedars of Lebanon, which have 
survived from Biblical times to 
become the national symbol of 
this trouble land, are in danger of 
extinction. 

Branches are beginning to wit- 
her on some of the 400 trees which 
form the largest remaining grove 
of cedars in Lebanon. 

“It is a bad omen,” said an old 
man living in the shadow of the 
cedars near this northern mou- 
ntain town. "It might mean the 
end of the world is nearing.” 

The grove, believed by local 
inhabitants to be at least 2.000 
years old. is virtually a sacred shr- 
ine to the Lebanese, who cal! the 
stately trees the “cedars of God.” 

But it is now uoder threat from 
the humble worm. This year, env- 
ironmentalists discovered that 
tiny thaumetopea libanotica 
worms were laying eggs in the 
roots and branches of the mag- 
nificent evergreens, causing some 
to yellow and die. 

"If they go. the last symbol of 
Lebanon will die.” said a woman 
who runs a small cafe beneath the 
oldest tree. 

"The cedars of God look like an 
old man’s hair turning white.” the 
old man added. "This is God’s 
curse on us Lebanese.” 

Environmental researchers 
George Tomeh and his wife Hen- 
riette raised the alarm in August 
after white spots on the trunks of 
some of the cedars led to det- 
ection of the worms. 

“We raise our voice to the world 
to help the cedars and avert a cat- 
astrophe.” said Tomeh. who 
heads the Lebanese University in 
Beirut where his wife is a pro- 
fessor. 

They also say some trees in the 
grove are thousands of years old. 
but cannot be precise. "The cedars 
look tired.” observed Mrs. 
Tomeh. 

Ironically, she explained, the 
grove’s popularity among Leb- 
anese who come to picnic, bar- 
becue and dance under the trees is 
causing the problem. 

"People stepping on the grass 
under them over the years eli- 
minated an insect that in the nat- 
ural process gets rid of the deadly 
worms." she said. “The natural 
process was disrupted and the 
roots are now exposed with no soil 
to protect them.” 

Troops now guard the trees 
from the public. "We have orders 
from the Defence Ministry to 


Mock entry to the cedars.” said a 
captain commanding a post at the 
entrance. 

"Agriculture Ministry experts 
are studying the disease.” he 
added as he escorted a Reuter cor- 
respondent into the grove where 
dead branches had been lopped 
from trees in a bid to stop the sco- 
urge spreading. 

Wahib Kayrouz. a member of 
BesharTe's "friends of the Ced- 
ars" Committee set up to protect 
the trees, said experts had rec- 
ommended spraying to kill the 
worms "or the cedars would bec- 
ome a forest of wood, rather than 
a forest of evergreens.” 

The Tomehs, however, insist: 
"The worm is waxy. It will not he 
killed by chemicals.” 

Mentioned in the Bible, the 
cedars once spread in forests over 
the mountains of Lebanon long 
before the birth of Christ. Local 
legend says the cross on which 
Christ was crucified was made par- 
tly from the cedars. 

The timber was used by the 
Hebrews to build the temple of 
Solomon. Assyrians. Persians. 
Phoenicians and Romans stripped 
the forests for their sailing fleets. 
Now the mountains of Lebanon 
are mostly bare. 

Tomeh estimates some 3.000 
smaller and younger cedars sur- 
vive in good health in other parts 
of Lebanon. 

Kayrouz is angry at the gov- 
ernment for letting tourists and 
shepherds over the years invade 
the grove, which stands at the foot 
of a magnificent ring of mountain 
peaks in one of the most beautiful 
spots in Lebanon. 

“They would bum fires.* get 
drunk and start shooting at the 
trunks, and the cattle would eat all 
the grass and the small trees that 
were still growing.” he said. 

' A visit to the grove has long 
been a treat for foreign dig- 
nitaries. who sign a guest hook of 
an old stone chapel nestling in the 
heart of the grove. 

“I remember Charles de Gau- 
lle. the French General, when he 
was here in the 1 940s.” said the 
old man proudly. "Kurt Wal- 
dheim (former U.N. Secretary- 
General) said he felt he was near 
God when he saw the cedars.” 

Lebanon’s 1 0-year-old civil war 
is not making the fight to save the 
cedars any easier. Foreign env- 
ironmentalists have offered to 
help, said Mrs. Tomeh, "but how 
can you tell them to come to a 
place where the war means you 
never know when you can leave 
your house?" 


Geneva braces for 
November Summit

GENEVA — The Swiss have cal- 
led out the army to help protea 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
and Soviet leader Mikh ail Gor- 
bachev during their summit here 
next month. 

Some 2.000 soldiers will be dep- 
loyed in this lakeside city to ensure 
the visit of the superpower leaders 
passes without terrorist attack or 
assassination attempt 

The troops will concentrate on a 
five- mile stretch of Lake Geneva's 
north shore where most summit 
activity will take place, including 
the leaders' lodgings, numerous 
social events and the sites for the 
formal talks on November 19-20. 

The 1 0th infantry regiment 
from the German-speaking Aar- 
gau and Soiothurn regions has 
been called up as has the 3/1 8 tank 
company from the French- 
speaking Valais region. 

A detachment of helicopters 
and aircraft will guard the skies 
and Geneva airspace will be off- 
bounds to all but regular com- 
mercial flights, blocking any cha- 
nce of aerial photographs for the 
2,000 journalists expected to 
cover the event. 

"We don’t expea any pro- 
blems." Geneva protocol chief 
Robert Vieux told Reuters while 
discussing details, "but we're not 
taking any chances.” 

The Swiss Federal Council has 
called on all the country's adm- 
inistrative regions to send some 
450 extra officers to reinforce the 
1 ,000-strong Geneva police force, 
which has the primary res- 
ponsibility for the leaders’ safety. 

Reagan was shot and wounded 
in an assassination attempt early 
in his presidency, a constant rem- 
inder of the danger he faces. 

Security concerns intensified 
following the American mid-air 
interception and capture of four 
Palestinians accused of Hijacking 
the Italian cruise ship Achille 
Lauro the month. 

Official sources said Geneva 
security forces havestopped Rea- 
gan and his wife Nancy from sta- 
ying at their preferred spot — the 
opulent south shore Bellerive 
Mansion of their personal friend 
Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan. 

The location would have meant 
cross-town trips over the single 
bridge spanning the Rhone River 
at the end of Lake Geneva, or a 
potentially dangerous helicopter 
fright 

After an intense search by 


White House advance teams, the 
Reagans decided on the Maison 
de Saussure. a lakeside chateau 
where President Dwight Eis- 
enhower stayed during a summit 
with Soviet. British and French 
leaders in 1955. the sources said. 

The two-storey 1 8th-century 
building is located about five kil- 
ometres east of Geneva ove- 
rlooking a small, romantic port. 
Creux de Genthod. 

No official announcement has 
been made but police have set up a 
24-hour-a-day watch and the few 
local residents speak openly about 
the impending presidential sLay. 

' The sources said the location 
provided the intimate setting the 
Reagans wanted as well as a large 
and tranquil garden overlooking 
the lake. 

Gorbachev and his wife Raisa 
will stay in Geneva on the grounds 
of foe Soviet mission to the United 
Nations European headquarters. 
The second day of the summit will 
be held at the mission. 

The first day. hosted by the 
Americans, wfll be at the Fleur 
cTEau. a lakeside chateau slightly 
further east than the Reagan res- 
idence. the sources said. Police are 
\ on guard already and workmen 
\can be seen preparing the gro- 
unds. 

\ Perhaps most troublesome for 
the security forces and protocol 
Chief Vieux will be the thousands 
of reporters, photographers, radio 
and television crews and acc- 
ompanying technicians. 

Vieux estimated that 10.000 
people would be involved in some 
way in preparing for or catering to 
the two leaders, who are holding 
the first U.S. -Soviet summit since 
Jimmy Carter and Leonid Bre- 
zhnev met in 1979 in Vienna. 

Geneva specialises in int- 
ernational conferences and plays 
host for some 30.000 meetings a 
year but the summit has strained 
even this city’s vast resources. 

Space for news organisations 
has become so scarce that Jap- 
anese television will set up hea- 
dquarters on a boat moored at the 
downtown marina, Vieux said. 

The summit operation will cost 
Switzerland about two million 
Swiss francs ($1 million), or 35 
centimes (16 cents) for each of the 
country’s roughly six million inh- 
abitants.

Arab World no fun for Mexico

MEXICO CITY — Mexico’s. 
World Cup soccer squad, carrying 
the hopes of the home nation in 
foe run-up to next year’s finals, 
have returned home in near- 
disgrace after their recent tour of 
North Africa and the Middle East 

The Mexicans, whose fans want 
nothing short of their first World 
Cup triumph in 1986, had hoped 
to build up confidence with six 
matches against teams they con- 
sidered little more than target pra- 
ctice. 

They went, they played, but 
they foiled to conquer. Mexico 
managed one win — against North 
Yemen — a victory’ which led one 
newspaper to carry foe headline: 
‘Do You Know Where North 
Yemen Is? Well. You Should.... 
They’re foe Ones We Beat.” 

The other results produced def- 
eats at the hands of Libya and 
Egypt and draws against Jordan. 
Kuwait and the United Arab Emi- 
rates. 

All six matches were shows on 
television and watched with int- 
erest in foe famed cantinas (bars) 
of Mexico. 

While many Mexicans shrugged 
off foe results, saying things would 
be different next summer, the nat- 
ional press lambasted the World 
Cup hopefuls. 

“Give them zero for skill, zero 
for technique, zero for tactics, 
zero for fitness, zero for com- 
mitment.” said one radio com- 


mentator. "And zero times any- 
thing makes zero... that's what this 
team adds up to.'* 

The daily papers described the 
tour as anything between a failure 
and disaster. Some said it should 
have been cancelled after last 
month’s devastating earthquake, 
arguing the players could not have 
been psychologically ready after 
such a tragedy. 

At least 7,000 people died in 
the quake and hundreds of bui- 
ldings fell but none of foe cou- 
ntry’s World Cup stadiums were 
damaged and the Mexicans are 
working to get communications 
back in time for the football ext- 
.ravaganza. 

Every possible excuse was put 
forward by Mexican soccer off- 
icials: Artificial pitches, foe sea- 
ring temperatures, foe humidity, 
the poor refereeing; 

Even the low altitude was cited, 
an ironic twist since many other 
World Cup teams are worried 
about playing at high altitude in 
Mexico. 

Another problem foe Mexicans 
faced was that the tour tuned out 
to be anything but “friendly." The 
dying minutes of the match against 
Egypt in Cairo, which foe home 
side won 2-1. was a singularly dis- 
tasteful affair. 

After foe Egyptians had taught 
the Mexicans a lesson in attacking 
football, defender Abdul Magdi 
Ghani appeared to forget it was a 
soccer matrix and insisted on dem-- 
ocstrating his karate kick exp- 
ertise on whichever Mexican pla- 


yer was wifoin reach. He was eve- 
ntually dragged from the pitch by

Dollar falls steeply against yen, 
dealers warn of recession in Japan 


TOKYO (R) — The dollar bit a 
4- 1/2 year low against the yen Fri- 
day as some currency dealers 
began to forecast economic rec- 
ession in Japan if the yen grows 
too strong and squeezes export 
industries. 

The dollar ended at 209.85 yen. 
its lowest since March 1 981 as the 
Bank of Japan sold dollars for yen 
-towards the end of the day. com- 

E letmg the afternoon rout of the 
f.S. currency, dealers said. 

“The U.S. economy has been 
suffering severely for various rea- 
sons including a high dollar rate 
against the yen.” said Mr. Takashi 
Okura. chief dealer at Bank of 


America. 


“Now h is Japan’s turn. 'The 
United States has bled a lot so far. 
Japan has not,” he said. 

Mr. Okura said the dollar could 
fall to a. level no one previously 
believed possible. The dollar's 


record low against the yen was 
175.50 in 1978. 

If the yen grows too strong, 
Japan's export-driven economy 
could seize up as its goods get too 
expensive for world markets, dea- 
lers said. 

In September, five major ind- 
ustrial nations — the United Sta- 
tes. Britain. France. West Ger- 
many and Japan — agreed to dep- 
ress the overvalued dollar. It has 
fallen about 32 yen since then. 

Bank of Japan Governor Sat- 
oshi Sumira underlined Japan's 
determination to continue the pol- 
icy when he told parliament Fri- 
day the yen must appreciate fur- 
ther against the dollar to reflect 
belter Japan's economic position. 

A low yen has made Japan’s 
products look cheap abroad and 
created a trade surplus with the 
United States that economists 


Zhao sees world economic 
system as obstacle to growth 


BRASILIA (R) — Chinese Pre- 
mier Zbao Ziyang said Thursday 
night the current international 
economic system was an obstacle 
to Third World growth. 

“It is regrettable that the unjust 
international economic order con- 
tinues to obstruct the growth of 
the countries of the Third World." 
he told a banquet held in his hon- 
our. 

The heavy debt contracted by 
developing countries was one of 
the disastrous consequences, he 
said. 

The problem was not merely" 
economic but one that had for too 
long seriously affected int- 
ernational politics, he added. 

China believed the ability of

be strengthened and their debt 
burden lightened. 

The restructuring of the unfair 
world financial and trade system 
was fundamental to resolving debt 
problems. Mr. Zhao said. 

Peking hoped creditor countries 
and the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF), for the sake of the 
future world economy and the 
principle of payment through dev- 
elopment, would adopt a sensible 
attitude and seek solutions in con- 
sultation with debtor countries, he 
added. •

British jobless 
rate declines 

LONDON (R) — British une- 
mployment fell from record levels 
last month with the number of 
people out of work down by alm- 
ost 70.000, the government ann- 
ounced Thursday. 

The jobless total fell from Sep- 
tember's record 3.34 million to 
337 million, or from 13.8 to 13.5 
per cent of the work force. 

Employment Secretary Lord 
Young called the figures "mildly 
encouraging.” but said they did 
not signal an end to Britain’s rising 
jobless trend. He warned that rec- 
ent high pay deals were thr- 
eatening to choke off the country’s 
economic recovery. 

Opinion polls have recently 
identified high unemployment as 
the main issue worrying voters. 


The minister. Dr. Mana Said 
Oteiba, Of the United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE). said in a television 
interview Thursday night: “Sta- 
rting from now. each prodacer is 
free to sell its oil at any price." 

OPEC (the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
has formally said its 13 members 
must adhere to Official price and 
production levels, but price dis- 
counting has been widespread in 
the face of an oil glut. 

Dr. Oteiba. chairman of tire 
OPEC market monitoring com- 
mittee. declared: “As frcto the 
recent meeting of OPEC (in Vie- 
nna in September) each country 
was free to fix its prices as it wis- 
hed." 

The statement caused oil buyers 
in spot markets in the United Sta- 
tes and Asia to move to the Sid- 
elines. but prices for Middle East 
crudes held steady in earfy tra- 
ding. 

Other OPEC members did not 
immediately confirm any official 
change in ine organisation's pri- 
cing policy. 

Ecuador's Energy and Mines 
Minister Javier Espinosa said 


Ecuador had not been told of any 
decision freeing OPEC members' 
to set their own prices, but added 
that price-setting is a part of a ' 
country's sovereignty. ! 

Indonesia's state-owned oil 
company Pertamina was unaware ■ 
of afiy- change in OPECs pricing , 
policy. spokesman said, but 
addedk’Tf this is true, it’s big." 

Mr. Daniel Yergin, president of 
Caml'ridge JEneigy Associates in 
the United States, said Dr. Ote- 
iba’s statement was “major" and 
could lower prices. 

OH traders in Japan said they 
were puzzled why he would make 
such a statement at a time when 
the spot oQ market was currently 
strong — and could be und- 
ermined’ 

"We: cannot understand why 
Oteiba would make this statement 
now." one said. 

Some analysts suggested he may 
have been trying to get OPEC to 
use restraint in filling a winter 
upturn in oil demand. 

But some of his remarks were 
directed at non-OPEC oil pro- 
ducers,- criticising them for not 
cooperating in the defence of oil 
prices and charging that they ben-

efirted from OPEC sacrifices. 
“They were looking at the matter 
from a short-term and selfish 
point of view." he said. 

Some oil executives in the Uni- 
ted States and Asia said they tho- 
ught the statement merely con- 
firmed reality and would have lit- 
tle immediate impact. 

“Forget it, prices may fall next 
year, but they are still very strong 
today." a European oO trader in 
Singapore said. 

The announcement did have an 
effect on Australian shares, which 
suffered their sharpest fall since 
mid-1983. Currency dealers in 
Tokyo also said the statement 
added to a rise in the yen against 
the dollar., since it might lower 
Japan's oil bills. 


British, French governments 
start review of channel plans 


LONDON (R) — Britain and 
France Friday faced a choice of up 
to 12 projects to build a fixed - link, 
such as a tunnel or a bridge, across 
the channel dividing Britaai'firom 
continental Europe. 

When a deadline for app- 
lications passed at midnight Thu- 
rsday night nine proposals had 
been submitted in London and 
three in Paris but it was notdear if 
any had been handed over in both 
capitals. 

A decision is due early nexfyedr 
and a target completion date set 
for the mid-1990s. . 

• Transport Secretary Nicholas 
Ridley said Thursday that all pro- 
posals which complied with gui- 
delines. including making a dep- 
osit of £175.000 ($252,000) m 
each country, would receive a fair 


hearing. 

The -idea of a fixed link across 
(he channel, first put forth in 1 802 
by Napoleon, has foe backing of 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher and Frendi President 
Francois Mitterrand as long as nei- 
ther government has to pay for it. 

Two Anglo-French consortia, 
(he Channel Tunnel Group and 
Euroroute, have made the most 
prominent submissions. 

The' channel tunnel group is 
proposing a £23 billion ($3.2 bil- 
lion) 50-kilometre twin tunnel 
with a fast rail shuttle between 
Folkestone and Calais. 

Euroroute, whos&foackers inc- 
lude Barclays Bank, proposes a 
£52 bftlion ($7.5 billion) rail and 
road link with bridges, artificial 
islands and a 2 1 -kilometre tunnel . 


Other submissions have been 
made by foe Sea Containers shi- 
pping conglomerate, groups 
known as Eurobridge and Eur- 
olink and a company called A.D. 
Developments. One bid was tag- 
ged “Less Ports sur la Manche" 

Sea Containers, owner of the 
British ferry operation Sea link 
which had actively campaigned 
against a fixed link, said it was 
making its bid after recognising 
the degree of political impetus 
now behind the project. 

Just after the deadline had pas- 
sed. a British transport ministry 
spokesman told Reuters that, 
along with proposals by major 
Anglo-French consortia, ideas 
had" come from men identified 
only as Mr. McCullock and Mr. 
Stoodley.

Sikh hardliners launch 
protest march in Punjab 


CHANDIGARH, India (R) — About 1,000 hardline 
Sikh youths began a 250-kilometre march Friday 
from the holy city of Amritsar to the Punjab capital 
of Chandigarh to protest against the state’s mod- 
erate Sikh government. 


Witnesses said crowds of tnr- 
banned marchers tramping out 
of the city included 12-year-old 
Ishar Singh, son of dead extremist 
leader Jarnail Singh Bhi- 
ndranwale. 

Bhindranwale. a fiery Sikh pre- 
acher ' and leader of Sikh sec- 
essionists. was killed in a savage 
battle at Amritsar's Golden Tem- 
ple in June last year. 

The fighting between troops 
and Sikh extremists, named Ope- 
ration Blues tar by die Indian 
army, may have prompted the kil- 
ling of Indira Gandhi a year ago." 
Her Sikh bodyguards have beem 
blamed for the murder. 

WhDe millions of Ind ians held 
memorial services Thursday to 
mark the first anniversary of the. 
assassination, hardline S ikh stu- 
dents Thursday night held a 
counter-demonstration in Amr- 
itsar. 

Wielding hammers and axes.' 
students battered down railings 
around one of the temple bui- 
ldings, the Akal TakhL The 
golden-domed seat of the sect’s 
highest religious order was badly 
damaged in last year’s shrine bat- 


tle. 

Hie All India Sikh Students 
Federation (AISSF). which org- 
anised the. temple protest and 
Friday’s march, has presented 
Punjab’s newly-elected gov- 
ernment with three demands. 

It wants all Sikh prisoners freed 
from jail and demands the reb- 
uilding of the Golden Temple. 
Militant Sikhs say hurried repairs 
to the shrine after last year’s battle 
were not carried out in accordance 
with religious procedures. 

The students have also called 
for die reinstatement of several 
hundred; Sikh soldiers who mut- 
inied immediately after Operation 

Bluestar.

The militant challenge came as 
Punjab’s new Sikh government 
was under fire from India’s ruling 
Congress (I) Party. 

A group of Congress (I) par- 
liamentarians Thursday.' told 
Home (Interior) Minister S.Bj 
C havan they were concerned at 
die large number of Sikh prisoners 
released from jail. 

- More than 1.000 people held 
under special security powers in

The agency quoted Mr. Gandhi 
as telHng the 46th anniversaiy 
parade erf the Central Reserve Pol- 
ice Force (CRPF) that the answer 
toinsiugency. communal riots and 
terrorism lay in effective training 
and not greater numbers.

Mr. Gandhi told thepazade that 
efforts would be made to reduce 
the role of the CRPF and par 
amflitaiy Border Security Force in 
law and order duties. PTI said. 

India has more than one million 
men in the armed forces and more 
than 200,000 paramilitary troops. 


Blast in Athens bus injures 29 


ATHENS (R) — A home-made 
time bomb exploded in a bus in the 
centre of Athens wounding 29 
people . most of them students, 
police said Friday. 

'The blast. 31 midnight Thu- 
rsday. destroyed the bus which 
was on its way to the suburb of 
Argyroupolis with about 70 pas- 
sengers. It caught fire after the 


explosion which damaged several 
houses. 

Fourteen people were detained 
in hospital and one of them, a 
woman, was in serious condition. 

The blast, in the rear of the bus. 
caused panic. Some passengers 
jumped out of windows and others 
were hurt in the rush to escape 


from the two exits. 

The evening newspaper Ete- 
ftherotypia said Friday that an 
anonymous caller telephoned 
Thursday night to say a group cal- 
ling itself “Revolution ary Com- 
batant Left” had planted two 
bombs in a cental Athens streets, 
near the bus terminal. Police sea- 
rched the area but found nothing.

ST. GEORGE'S, Grenada (AP) 
— Jueea Elizabeth II arrived to a 
festive welcome dampened by rain 
at this former British colony, mis- 
sing tty a few days the second ann- 
iversary of the U.S.-led military 
intervention that was condemned 
at the time by the British gov- 
ernment 

Red, green and gold Grenadian 
flags were hoisted from rooftops 
of buildings lining the harbour. A 
lone UJS. flag fluttered from a 
pole. 

A 21 -gun salute was fired as the 
H.M.Y. Britannia set anchor at 
the entrance to the narrow har- 
bour. 

Members of the 560-strong 
Royal Grenadian Police, trained 
by the U.S. military since die inv- 
asion. raped off tbearea and stood 
guard. 

The pomp and circumstance 
surrounding the visit contrasted 
sharply with last week’s low-key. 
commemoration of the 1983 inv- 
asion of this Caribbean island. 

The anniversary was a more 
somber occasion, with ecumenical 
church services and speeches, but 
little popular participation. 

Jueen Elizabeth stepped ash- 
ore from a barge in her role as 
.hreen of Grenada, which like 
most members of the British 
Commonwealth recognises her as 
its head of state. 

She was accompanied by Prince 

S aboard the royal yacht 
is ferrying her on an eight- 
nation tour of Commonwealth 
countries in the Caribbean that, 
ends Friday at Trinidad. 

Among welaomers of the royal 
entourage were Governor Gen- 


eral Sir Paul Scoon and Prime 
Minister Herbert Biarze. 

In a speech delivered Thursday 
from the throne in the 18th Cen- 
tury parliament building, the 
queen read the Grenadian gov- 
ernment's formal programme. 

The statement pledged Gre- 
nada’s support for the island’s pol- 
ice and the U-S.-trained and equ- 
ipped regional security system by 
which special police units on ind- 
ividual islands are committed to 
come to the aid of their nei- 
ghbours in an emergency. 

The statement, covered little 
new ground on other matters and 
mostly repeated the government's 
emphasis on agricultural and tou- 
rist development to help build a 
stronger economy and provide 
jobs. Unemployment estimates 
from various sources range from 
27 to 40 per cent 

U.S. and Caribbean forces int- 
ervened in Grenada on Oct 25. 
1 983. six days after Marxist Prime 
Minister Maurice Bishop was exe- 
cuted following the takeover of his 
government by radical army off- 
icers. Nineteen people accused of 
murdering Mr. Bishop are imp- 
risoned and awaiting trial. 

More than 6.000 U.S. soldiers 
participated in what is known here 
as the rescue mission.

troops have left the island. 

The invasion cost the lives of 19

A falsecard doesn't have to be a 
huge bluff to be successful. 
Sometimes just one spot can make 
all the difference. 

North-South conducted a rea- 
sonable auction to arrive at four 
spades. Since South had described 
an unbalanced hand by rebidding 
three diamonds (with a balanced 
hand he would either have passed 
or raised no trump), he bad to have 
a five-card spade suit, so North- 
gave preference to spades with 
three-card support rather than 
raise diamonds — a 10-trick game 


rated to be easier to make than five 
of a minor. 

West led the queen of clubs, 
declarer played low from dummy 
and East encouraged with tbe nine. 
The normal play with touching 
cards is to signal with the highest 
possible, so in declarer's mind. 
East's little bluff fixed the ten of 
clubs with West. West continued 
with the jack of dubs and declarer 
ruffed. 

When declarer ran the jack of 
diamonds to East's bare king, the 
ace of clubs was returned. Declarer 
ruffed, cashed the king of trumps 
and now tried to reach dummy by 
leading a low heart. But West 
jumped in with the king and played 
another diamond- 

East ruffed for the setting trick 
and then continued the rout by 
returning the two of dubs. Since 
declarer was sure that West still 
bad the ten of clubs, be elected to 
ruff this trick in dummy. To his 
surprise. West ruffed with the nine 
of trumps, then gave East another 
diamond ruff for down three. 

Note that, with peripheral vision, 
declarer can make an overtrick. 
After ruffing the second dub, he 
leads a diamond to the ace. picking 
up the king. Now a trump finesse 
and two heart finesses, using the 
queen and eight of diamonds as 
entries, brings declarer's trick total 
to 21- 


Astronauts 
start work on 
experiments 

CAPE CANAVERAL. Florida 
(AP) — Challenger’s astronauts 
had most of their experiments op 
and humming Friday and their 
commander promised scientists 
on earth, “there are good pictures 
rad results coming to you in the 
next few days.” 

The only piece of equipment 
not working was a high- 
temperature oven needed to grow 
crystals and for the rec- 
rystallisation of metal samples. It 
is one of four furnaces for pro- 
cessing experiments aboard the 
spacelab workshop mounted in 
the shuttle’s cargo bay. 

Mission Manager Hansulriche 
Steimle said the oven had not dev- 
eloped a vacuum required for cry- 
stal growth. He said scientists at 
die Payload Control Centre near 
Munich, West Germany, were 
working to solve the problem. 

Most of the 76 experiments 
aboard spacelab are German, and 
it is the fast time a shuttiepayload 
is being controlled by a foreign 
country. West Germany paid fee 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) $64 mp- 
lion to ferry fee cargo into orbit. 

Challenger Commander Henry 
Hartsfield reported the eight ast- 
ronauts. fee largest space crew 
ever, bad adjusted well to their 
research regime since their Wed- 
nesday launch. . 

Five Americans, two Wat 
Germans and a Dutchman are in 
the crew. 

Most of fee experiments involve 
materials processing. West Ger- 
man scientists have long been int- 
erested in using the weightlessness 
of space to make pure crystals foq 
electronics and to form exotic all- 
oys of metals' t^at gravity prevents 
from binding on earth. 

The other experiments test fee 
effects of zero gravity on plants, 
fluids, fee human body and bio- 
logical samples, including insects 
and frog eggs. 

Four of fee astronauts endured 
jolting rides on as electric sled rol- 
ling on 12-foot rails in a test to 
learn why people often get sick 
early in a space flight. None rep- 
orted getting ill and NASA Flight 
Director Chuck Knarr said all 
eight crew members Were healthy. 

Ernst Messerscfamid, one of fee 
West Germans, reported after one 
of his sled runs that ‘'fee ceiling 
appeared to be on fee floor,” an 
illusion that he said took a half 
hour to shake. 

While riding fee sled, fee ast- 
ronauts wore helmets that blacked 
out their sight or displayed a rot- 
ating dome painted with dots to 
further confuse their vestibular 
system, or balance mechanism. 

The other test subjects were. 
Reinhard Furrer, the other Ger- 
man; Dutdiman Wubbo Ockels 
and Guion Blufbrd. Rounding out 
fee crew are Bonnie Dunbar. 
Steve Nagel and- James Buchli. 

Messerschmid also reported a 
stowaway, a fly flitting around ins- 
ide the space laboratory. 

Challenger is scheduled to land 
on Wednesday.

Col.-Mengistu arrived Thursday 
for consultations expected to con- 
centrate cm Soviet economic and 
mil nary aid to Ethiopia.' a dose 
Soviet ally. 

The official news agency said 
President Andrei Gromyko and 
Prime Minister Nikolai Ryzhkov 
attended Friday’s session. 

CoL Mengistu was last in Mos- 
cow in March, when he attended 
fee funeral of President Kon- 
stantin Chernenko. He also held 
talks wife fee Kremlin last Dec- 
ember feat focused on aid to rel- 
ieve Ethiopia’s drought. 

Moscow is a major arms sup-* 
p tier to Ethiopia, which is fi ghting 
a protracted campaign against 
secessionists in Eritrea. 

The conflict was one of five reg- 
ional issues feat President Reagan 
offered last week to discuss with 
Mr. Gorbadiev at their summit in 
Geneva this month.

Study shows superpowers prepare 
to deploy new nuclear weapons 


LONDON (R) —The United Sta- 
tes and Soviet Union have in fee. 
past year laid fee groundwork for 
fee deployment of new and dea- 
dlier nudear systems, fee Int- 
ernationa] Institute for Strategic 
Studies said Friday. 

Publishing its annual review, 
the Military Balance 1985/86. the 
London-based institute con- 
cluded: 

“While there have been no 
dramatic changes in fee past year 
in fee deployed nuclear weapon 
systems on either side, both sup- 
erpowers will be deploying new 
systems over tbe next few years at 
the same time as they are imp- 
roving fee nuclear weapons first 
deployed in the 1970s and early 
1980s.” 

The U.S. was deploying nuclear 
armed sea-launched cruise mis- 
siles and air-launched cruise mis- 
siles while proceeding with dev- 
elopment of the MX int- 
ercontinental ballistic missile 
(I CBM) which was scheduled for 
deployment next year, the report 
said. 

The first squadron of a new 
generation of strategic bombers, 
the B-IB. was also expected to 
become operational next year, 
considerably boosting U.S. nuc- 
lear delivery capacity. 

The Soviet Union last year ann- 
ounced an 11.8 per cent increase 
in official defence spending, its 
biggest rise in 25 years, and ste- 
pped up modernisation of its nuc- 
lear arsenal. 

U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger recently said the Sov- 


iet Union had deployed mobile 
SS-25 rnirrfftt The institute said a 
second mobile missile, fee SS-24, 
was also dose to deployment, first 
in silos and then possibly in 
mobile launchers . 

Moscow had introduced new 
pound-based interceptor missiles 
and might have redeployed mis- 
siles previously sited in Central 
Asia to face Western Europe, the 
report said. 

The institute said there had 
been a 37 per cent rise in the num- 
ber of Soviet strategic nudear 
warheads over the past three years 
compared to a 10 per cent rise in 
US. warheads. 

The U.S. now had 10,174 str- 
ategic nuclear warheads wife an 
estimated yield of 3,625 meg- 
atomics. The Soviet Union bad at 
least 9,987 warheads yielding 
about 5.837 megatonnes. 

Turning -to conventional forces 
in Europe, fee institute said fee 
Warsaw Pact had in the past year 
maintain ed a numerical advantage 
over NATO while progressively 
matching its technology. 

The institute said: “The West 
has largely lost the technological 
edge in conventional equipment 
which allowed NATO to believe 
feat quality could substitute for 
numbers.” 

It said Western European cou- 
ntries were spending more on 
improving ammunition stocks and 
infrastructure, making it more dif- 
ficult to finance technological 
advances. 

But the overall balance would 
make general militar y aggression 


a highly risky undertaking for eit- 
her side. 

Elsewhere in fee world, orders 
for new milriaiy equipment app- 
eared to be declining, the report- 
said. 

In fee Middle East, fee dom- 
inant trend had been fee spread of 
increasingly sophisticated wea- 
pons to Islamic militias beyond 
state control. This development, 
especially in Lebanon, boded ill. 
for future peace, fee report said. 

In tbe Gulf war. the institute 
said Iraq’s predominance in mat- 
erial continued to balance Iran's 
numerical superiority. 

Iraqi financial reserves were 
exhausted and Baghdad's only 
hope of breaking the stalemate 
appeared to lie in attacking Ira- 
nian civilian and oO targets. 

In South Africa, the institute 
predicted an increase in fee def- 
ence burden and said it was Unc- 
lear whether the economy would 
be able to stand the strain. 

The report said China was red- 
ucing its armed forces by up to a 
million men and intended upgrade 
the quality of its forces. But th{ 
pace of modernisation was likely 
to be slow. 

In Afghanistan, the report 
noted a small increase in Soviet 
occupation forces but concluded 
that the military and political costs 
of the war were insufficient to 
force an early withdrawal. 

The report said many Latin 
American countries had been for- 
ced by economic pressures to cut' 
defence expenditure. 


Troops patrol Johannesburg 
in major security clampdown 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — South 
African soldiers armed with rifles 
patrolled central Johannesburg 
Friday in a major security cla- 
mpdown. 

Witnesses said feat early Friday 
scores of policemen carwing bat- 
ons and whips and reinforced by 
soldiers with dogs kept watch on 
the financial centre, scene of unr- 
est on two previous Fridays. 

A white secretary of a school 
near the city centre told Reuters 
the police had warned feat there 
could be trouble Friday. They did 
not specify the kind of trouble 
they expected.- , 

Cars travelling from the city’s 
black township of Soweto into 
Johannesburg were checked at a 
roadblock manned by the army, 
witnesses said. 

Police headquarters in Pretoria 
said fee police presence in the city 


was “just a crime-prevention ope- 
ration. _ not aimed at anything 
specific.”' 

In a routine bulletin on unrest 
Friday, police repotted sto- 
nethrowing, petrol-bombing and 
arson in tbe Cape and Natal. 

Police say they are holding 
1,152 people under emergency 
powers imposed in July car the 
troubled eastern Cape and fee' 
Johannesburg area and extended 
to Cape Town last weekend. Det- 
ainees can now be held until the 
end of fee emergency, according 
to a government gazette published 
Thursday., 

Presi&ait P.W. Botha has att- 
acked foreign media coverage and 
warned foreign journalists not to 
go too far in negatively reporting' 
South Africa, where more than 
800 people have died in 21 
months of racial violence. 


Indians protest against 
U.S. arrest of Rajneesh 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) - 
About 5 0Q followers oflndi an spi- 
ritual leader Bhagwan Rajneesh 
demonstrated outside the United 
States embassy Friday to protest 
against conditions in a U.S. jail 
where be is detained. 

Red-robed devotees asserted in 
a letter to Ambassador John Gun- 
ther feat Rajneesh was being held 
in “intolerable living conditions” 
in Charlotte, North Carolina. 

He was arrested there on Mon- 
day while trying to flee to Ber- 
muda. U.S. officials said. Raj- 
neesh. 53, was charged wife har- 
bouring illegal aliens in his Ore- 
gon complex. 

Demonstrators wearing rosary 
pendants with pictures of feeir 
bearded Guru carried banners 
saying: “America be gentle. Bha- 
gwan is a most delicate flower.” ' 

Swami Atul Ananda described 
fee charges against Rajneesh as 


frivolous. 

"But we do not want to int- 
erfere wife the US. judicial pro- 
cess,” he said. “We appeal to 
America to give Bhagwan proper 
conditions and medical care. He is 
a rare personality and spiritual 
guide to millions.” 

Rajneesh is spiritual leader of a 
sect which claims up to 500.000 
members in the United States. 
Western Europe and Australia. 

A delegation from fee sect’s 
commune in New Delhi presented 
a petition to an embassy official, 
d emanding his freedom and pro- 
per medical attention. 

“The arrest is evidently a pre- 
judice. against Bhagwan. who is a 
speaker of truth.” said Swami 
Anand Swabhava. a spokesman. 
"The American government 
doesn’t Like truth and doesn’t 
understand him.” 


Marcos claims he can 
wipe out rebels in a year 


NEW YORK (Agencies) — Phi- 
lippine President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos believes bis troops can ove- 
rcome Communist rebels within a 
year with continued UiL military 
aid. theNew York Times reported 
Friday. 

Mr. Marcos. 68. brushed aside 
U.S. concern than his government 
.was in danger of being ove- 
rthrown. saying U.S. Senator Paul 
Laxalt visited the- Philippines last 
month partly to see if Tm a dod- 
dering old man who can barely 
issue orders.” 

Sen. Laxalt carried a letter from 
President Reagan warning the 
Philippine leads* that his gov- 
ernment was in danger of being 
ousted by the Communist New 
People’s Army (NPA). 

In an interview wife fee Times v 
Mr. Marcos disputed tbe State" 
Department’s assessment that the 
NPA numbered 15.000 or more. 

He said he believed his own int- 
elligence reports of 12.500 to be 
more accurate. 

"Yes, 12.500 possibly —70 per 
cent armed, training very poor, 
morale going down, quarrels bet- 
ween commanders increasing and 
surrenders of regulars increasing, 
wife- losses of camps and com- 
mand posts.” he said. 

“In one year we’H wipe them 
oat” Mr. Marcos said, adding that; 
US. military aid was need e d to 
achieve this goal. 

"We have to keep our land 
mobility: Right now it’s deficient' 
We have to repair our helicopters. 
Communications have to be imp- 
roved,” tie was quoted as saying. 

Mr. Marcos said he warned Sen. 
Laxalt feat if Manila and Was- 
hington appeared to be qua- 
rrelling, feeir enemies, including 
fee Soviet Union. Vietnam, ana 
Middle East countries “might be 
tempted”' to increase subversive 
activities in the Philippines. 

A prime concern was a con- 
gressional reassessment of U.S. 
military aid to compensate fee 


Philippines for two American mil- 
itary rases there. 

Under an agreement between 
the two countries which ends in 
1991 Washington is committed to 
paying Manila $900 million rent 
for use.of the bases, half of it in 
military aid. 

In what appeared to be a slightly 
veiled threat over tbe future of the 
bases Mr. Marcos said: “Is it an 
obligation of fee United Slates to 
pay this or not. If so. let us know? 
This (if Washington does not pay) 
means we will have to review the 
national security and defence 
plans offers part of the Pacific. We 
cannot play our role.” 

Mr. Marcos, who has enjoyed 
strong American support through 
five U.S. administrations, is feeing 
new pressures from his closest ally 
as well as his own people. 

While demonstrators protest 
fee “U^.-Marcos dictatorship.” 
fee administration of US. Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan is showing 
increasing impatience wife fee 
.Philippine military’s failure to 
shy a growing Communist reb- 
ellion. 

Mr. Marcos, who has said he 
considers Mr. Reagan a close fri- 
end. has shown signs of irritation 
but has reacted in a low-key man- 
ner to the pressures, dismissing 
suggestions his government could 
fafito Communism. 

On Thursday. U.S. Amb- 
assador Stephen Bosworth cri- 
ticised human rights abuses in the 
Philippines, including fee killing 
by the' military of 23 dem- 
onstrators in recent weeks, the 
disappearance of a Roman Cat- 
holic priest and fee alleged mur- 
der by paramilitary forces of ano- 
ther priest. 

Wifoout giving names or - any 
details. Mr. Bosworth also said 
feat IS Americans have been kil- 
led in fee Philippines in the past 
two years. He chided fee judicial 
system for inaction in most of fee 
cases. 


China denies suggestion that 230,000 baby girls killed

PEKING (AP) — A few cases of 
infanticide continue in rural areas 
because of China's one-child pol- 
icy. but fee US. suggestion that 
more than 230.000 baby girls 
were killed in 1981 is groundless, 
a Chinese expert said Friday. 

Population researcher X!u Sha- 
oyu of Peking Economics College, 
writing in the English-language 
China Daily, said U.S. analysts 
have misinterpreted figures sho- 
wing a dispoiportionate number 
of male infants. 

He stressed that fee gov- 
ernment does not condone inf- 
anticide and offenders are pun- 
ished. 

In testimony Thursday before 
fee House of Representatives 
Foreign Affairs Committee in 
Washington, Judith Banister of 
fee U.S. Census Bureau said 
China’s one-ehild policy has cau- 
sed a resurgence of female inf- 
anticide because of a preference 
for boys. 

She said it was impossible to est- 
imate how many gni infants have 
died. But she noted that an exp- 
ected 230.000 female births went 
unaccounted for in 1981 although 
in some cases parents may. not 
have reported fee births. 

The Chinese do not publish fig- 
ures on infanticide, traditionally 
done by drowning. 

But fee country’s 1982 census 
showed that tire ratio for births in 


1981 was 100 girls for eveiy 
J 08.47 boys. 

“Some arbitrarily concluded: 
Compared with fee world’s sex 
ratio pattern of 106. fee high sex 
ratio means the loss of 232,000 
baby girls in 1 981 Mr. Xlu wrote. 

He answer was feat ratios differ 
from country to country and from 
year to year. In Malawi in 1977, 
the ratio favoured girls 100:90.71. 
while at the same time in Iraq the 
figure was 100-109. wife far more 
boys. In South Korea, be said, fee 
ratio rose from 100-106 in 1 980 to 
nearly 100:110 two years later. 

The data merely proves feat dif- 
ferences exist, he said, and to att- 
ribute fee lack of girls to inf- 
anticide alone is “groundless” and 
“absurd.” 

Factors influencing sex ratios 
are comp let. he addaed and to 
assert widescale infanticide wit- 
hout scientific analysis is “sheer 
irresponsibility-” 

Nevertheless, be acknowledged 
that “in China’s rural areas, cases 
of infanticide do happen. But they 
are very few. The crime is strongly 
condemned and seriously dealt 
with. Offenders are punished by 
law.”' 

He said male supremacy is roo- 
ted m the minds of many peasants 
in backward areas, but argued that 
“fee id legations make a mountain 
out of fee molehill of a few cases. 


The Chinese Press notably in 
1983. reported that widescale inf- 
anticide was causing an imbalance 
of sexes in many areas. 

At that time, the Communist 
Party organ. People’s Daily, ter- 
med it a “grave problem.” and fee 
Economic Daily cited a prefecture 
in Hubei province wife 503 boys 
to every 100 girls under fee age of 
five. 

. “In 20 years, a great number of 
young men will be unable to find 
spouses if the parents ding now to 
feudal thinking and (rill or aba- 
ndon feeir unwanted female bab- 
ies.*” the People’s Daily warned 
fees. 

The press has reported light 
sentences of three or four years for 
fathers convicted of killing feeir 
daughters. 

In fee past two years, fee One- 
child policy has been relaxed in 
many rural areas, with two or 
three births in many families. 

However, local birth-control 
officials implement policies dif- 
ferently and some reportedly rec- 
eive bonuses for meeting birth 
quotas. 

In A ugust, fee principal of a 
.kindergarten in Canton reported" 
that boy applicants now out- 
number girls 2-to-l. “The pop- 
ulation experts need to be inf- 


ormed of this. And they should do 
some groundwork investigation.” 
she said. 

Chinese President Li Xliannian 
said Aug. 15 that a few isolated 
cases of infanticide continue. 

‘Those responsible are still 
enmeshed by feudal ideology,” he 
said. “We are carrying out a vig- 
orous campaign to uproot such 
practices.” 

The government’s one-child 
policy is designed to limit fee 
growth in fee current population 
of 1.03 billion to 1.2 billion by fee 
aid of fee century. China already 
has one-fifth of fee world’s peo- 
ple. 

The natural growth rate of 
China’s population was 10.81 per 
thousand last year — an extra II 
million people — down from 15.7 
a decade ago and 28.5 in 1965. 

The United States withheld $10 
million from its contribution to fee 
U-N. Fund for Population Act- 
ivities this year, money earmarked 
for family planning in China bec- 
ause of ooncem over forced abo- 
rtions. 

China denies physically for cing 
women to have abortions, but says 
“education and persuasion,*' 
often carried out oy persistent 
middle-aged wom en man nei- 
ghbourhood committees, are used 
to deal with unauthorised pre- 
gnancies. 



Man convicted in 
sex slave trial 

REDWOOD CITY. California 
(R) — A man found guilty of kid- 
napping and keeping a woman as 
his sexual slave for more than 
seven years is to appeal against his 
conviction, fee man’s lawyer said. . 
Lumber mill worker Cameron 
Hooker, 31. was convicted Thu- 
rsday of kidnapping, rape, sodomy 
and other sexual crimes against 
Colleen Stan, a young hitch-hiker 
he abducted at knife-point in 
1977. After fee jury of eight 
women and four men reached 
their verdict. Hooker's defence 
attorney Rolland Papendkk said 
his client was upset at fee outcome 
and would be appealing. Tbe jury 
remained deadlocked on one cf 
the 11 charges, that Hooker raped 
Stan in 1 984 while his wife Janice 
was present.jury foreman James 
Hogan said. Hooker, who on Nov. 
22 faces a sentence of up to 75 
years in prison, slumped back in 
his chair as he beard fee verdkt 
Trial judge Clarence Knight told 
fee jury: “You’ve done justice. I 
certainly agree with your verdict." 

Singapore releases 
Jumbo stripper 

SINGAPORE (R) — A man who 
wandered through a crowded 
.Jumbo jet dressed only in a car- 
'efigaa has been released after an 
examination by Singapore psy- 
chiatrists, police has said. A senior 
police official said fee 47-year-old 
man, who held a British passport 
bad left the country for an unk- 
nown destination. He stripped on 
a Jantas flight from Sydqey on 
Oct 20 and tried to open one of 
the plane’s doors at 35.000 feet 
(J 1,000 metres) saying Tin get- 
ting off this bus.” “We did not file 
any charges against him because 
the incident took place on board 
an aircraft outside Singapore.” the 
officer said. “He is also not a local 
citizen.”
